The Examiner has indicated that Figure 2 fails to properly identify by reference 
number the valve on the lower end, and indicated that this element is mentioned in the 
disclosure on page 5, lines 15-16. 

Applicant has been unable to locate a mention of a valve at that location in the 
Specification. A valve at the lower end occurs at line 10 of page 5 and the reference 
number 41 has been added there. The number 41 already occurs on FIG. 2. 

H. Specification 

The disclosure has been objected to at several locations, all of which have been 
addressed in the amended paragraphs presented above. 

III. Claim Objections 

Claim 7 has been objected to, in response to which the word -water- has been 
replaced by the word liquid . 

IV. Allowable Subject Matter
